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Some sensation appears to have been ex- 
cited among the members of the Lonpon 
Bar, and still more, probably, among can- 
didates for admission, by the promulgation 
of certain rules adopted by the Benchers of 
the Inner ‘Temple, and submitted, for con- 
currence, to the other Inns of Court. The 
members of Lincoln's Inn refused their as- 
sent; so that the plan will not effect what its 
opponents represent as its chief object, that 
of making the Bar a still closer monopoly 
than it has been. ‘The principal of these 
regulations require the examination, in 
Greex, Latty, and general literature, of 
each applicant for admission as a student at 
the Inn; and each, before being called to the 
Bar, must paes the ordeal of a second ex- 
amination, by appointed examiners, in the 
saine branches of learning, and in the Law. 
Finally the Benchers are to satisfy them- 
selves of his learning and respectability of 
character. 

At present, no members of either of the 
Inns of Court who is or has been a practis- 
ing Attorney, can be called to the Bar until 
his name has been off the rolls for two years. 
By an order, which, it is said, is shortly to go 
into operation, no one who has been an At- 
torney, is to be called to the Bar, unless his 
name shall have been taken from the rolls 
three years before his application for admis- 
sion atthe Inn, Sir James Scagterr and 
Mr. Jonn WittiaMs are named as the chief 
promoters of the plan. An extract from a 
long article on the subject, in the Mornixo 
Cnrontcre, will, we presume, interest many 
of our readers: — 


The effocts of the new regulationg announced, 
and of those proposed by an influential Bencher, 
for adoption im this, and the other Inne at Court, 
is at once seen to be to shut out from the hopes 
of advancement in the profession all persons 
below those of Arietocratic rank. 

The sudden and increasing success of one 
eminent barrister, who was  Brawoee an ettor- 
ney, is known to have attracted the attention of 
several of his less distinguished and lees fortunate 
brethren; as well as those who may be eclipsed 
by his progress, and the number of the connex- 
ions of attornies, or of those who have been in 
practice below the Bar as Pleaders or A ttornies, 
have been called to the Bar, and obtained lu- 
crative practice and rank, has, for some time, 
occasioned grave discussions amongst the lead- 
ing Counsel, who are the most active and influ- 
ential of the Benchers in the several Inns of 
Court, It has long been stated as a thing in 
contemplation, to prevent any Members of the 
Inne from practising below the Bar, or to adapt 
such regulations as would prevent the advance 
of those to the Bar who had once been elecied 
to practise below it. 
in the one case Attorneys, or sons of Attor- 
neys, obtain of the Bar whatever share of busi- 
ness their former known merits secured to them 
in their original capacity, or from their former 
chents and connexiong, With respect to the 
Pleaders, their increase in number and practice 
has been long the subject of much jealousy. 
By the etiquette of the Bar, Barristers are pa 8 
allowed to take gold fees; but the Pleaders, who 
are not subject to the etiquette of the Bar, may 
take si/rer feos. The Pleader may for seven 
shillings, or for as much less as he chooses to 
take, draw the same plea which the Barrister 
canno’ draw for less than one guinea. ‘Thotgh 
the Pleaders carry on a branch of the profession, 
which by some emiment jurists is considered mis- 
chievous and odious, and must sooner or later 
give way to reform, when reform is intrusted to 
other bands than those interested, for Barris.

CORONER’S INQUEST.| 

An inquest was held early on Monday morn- 
ing, on the body of William Rider, a mechanic, 
who was found dead in the house 148 Forsyth- 
street. From the testimony before the Coroner, 
it appeared that the deceased had been for some 
time past in a very irregular state of mind, and 
that about six o’clock on Sunday afternoon he 
had taken one ounce of laudanum and half an 
ounce of arsenic. It was also shown that on 
the first of August he made an attempt to de- 
stroy himself, but owing to the arrival of medical 
gentlemen, his life was for the time preserved. 
The Jury returned a verdict that the deceased 
came to.his death from having taken poison. 
While Mr. Colvill, the Coroner, was engaged 
investigating this affair, an elderly man, named 
Samuel Sandford, was present, and observed 
that it was his opinion the deceased must be 
very happy. He soon afterwards left the room, 
and returned to his home, which was in the next 
house. The folloving morning he was discover- 
ed in his room suffering the greatest agony. A 
physician was sent for, but before he could ar- 
rive, the vital spark had fled. From the evi- 
dence it was shown that the deceased, on his 
return from the inquest, bed shut himself in his 
room, and swallowed two ounces of laudanum. 
He was 61 years of age. 
An inquest was held over the body, and a ver- 
dict returned as in the above case. 
A new born female infant was early on the 
morning of the same day discovered in Jefferson 
street, at the corner of Madison. It was . 4 
ped in some dirty linen, and placed on the side 
walk, near an open lot, Verdict, found dead. 

AWYFUL EFFECTS OF INTEMPERANCE. 
On Tuesday, the Coroner was caalled to view 
the body of a man, lying on Pier No 13, South- 
street. 
Mr. John Buckley was examined, and stated 
that he had seen the deceased turn over a pipe 
of wine that had just been landed from a Portu- 
guese vessel, and drink from the bung-hole. Af- 
ter remaining in thie position for some time, he 
made an effort to rise, but fell backwards and 
shortly afterwards expired. 
The mate of the Portuguese ship corroborated 
this statement, and the Jury returned a verdict 
that the deceased came to his death by intem- 
perance. 
The same day an inquest was held over the 
body of a ship carpenter, named Lawrence Tully, 
who was found dead on the floor of the grog- 
shop 357 Water-street. 
It appeared from the evidence that Tully was 
in the habit of drinking to excess, and that in 
the morning of the aid day he was completely 
intoxicated. The person who kept the house, 
had locked up the ber and gone out. During 
his absence, the deceased had made an endea- 
vour to climb over the railing to get at the liquor, 
but failing in bis attempt, fellto the floor. He 
was soon discovered, aud every assisiance ren- 
dered him, but it was to no purpose, as he ap- 
pears to have dropped down dead, and not ex- 
pired from any contusion in his fall. The jury
